There is a gap(6) between the electrode(3) and the respective side tube(2) 
as shown Fig.2. The gap(6) is in a range of from 0.01mm to 0.7mm. A method of 
manufacturing a short-arc ultra-high-pressure discharge lamp inaccordance with the present 
invention , are not disclosed. 

The abstract of JP 49-57678 this document concerns a discharge lamp having a 
sealing structure. There is a gap(6) between the electrode(4) and the respective side tube(2) 
as shown Fig.2. The gap(6) is in a range of from 50|im to 150|im. A method of 
manufacturing a short-arc ultra-high-pressure discharge lamp in accordance with the present 
invention , are not disclosed.
